A crop of vice presidential boom- 
lets sprung up beneath the tower- 
In'g Landon sunflower the name of 
Col. Frank Knox of Illinois ap- 
peared most often In the banners 
waved by the crowd of delegates 
who had come together for the af- 
ternocn sessions.

CLEVELAND, June 11.—'. . 
overpowering tide swept Governor 
Alf M. Landon toward the Repub- 
lican nomination today, but even 
his friends were uncertain wheth- 
er all his views could prevail In 
the platform debate. 
From the moment the rivals 
eayifeiiteu,'Col. Fratiii. "ICnox of 
Illinois 
appeared 
the most-dis- 
cussed possibility for the vice- 
presidential nomination. 
Friends 
of Landon, 
however, 
still were trying pressure on Sen- 
ator Arthur Vandenbea-g of Michi-

ated. Vandenberg assured Landon 
of his support and 
advocated 
Knox to round out the ticket. 


Despite hours of argument on 
the jjlatform, leaders were hoping 
to wind up tonight. 
A focus for battle was the sub- 


committee monetary plank taken 
word for word from the demo- 
cratic platform of 1932, for "a 
sound currency to be preserved 
at all hazards" and omitting men- 
tion of the gold standard. 


"Wants Gold Mentioned. 
Governor Landon, while not un- 


derstood to favor a 
flat 
gold 
standard declaration, was reported 
to want the metal mentioned in 
the plank. 


Senator William E. Borah of 
Idaho preferred the plank as It 
etood. He would not say whether 
he could campaign for the ticket. 
Landon's wishes were overruled 
in committee also on the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to 
enable state minimum wage legis- 
lation. 


The draft said wage and hour 


standards could he set under the 
constitution as it stands. 
The last word had yet to be 


heard 
from 
the 
full 
platform 


committee and the convention it- 
self. 


The platform draft, much re- 
vised after consultation with Lan- 
don, 
stood for return of relief 
administration to the states with 
federal financial aid and revision 
of the social security act.

berg has said repeatedly he would 
not accept.

possibly late tonight, supporters 
of the Kansas Governor strove to 
present to the convention today a 
platform satisfactory to him and 
clashing factions in the party. 
Laboring without sleep, the res- 


olutions committeemen had pro- 
gressed far in the drafting of a 
tentative platform, which made a 
special bow in the direction of 
Senator Borah of Idaho. 
At one 
point early today it seemed head- 
ed on a speedy journey toward 
the convention floor, but then a 
hitch developed. 


Henry Allen of Kansas object- 
ed that some planks might not 
be satisfactory to Landon. 


So the platform committee ad- 
journed for a few hours, while 
Allen hurried to a telephone to 
communicate the text to Landon 
at Topeka and get his views. 


There was no official announce- 


ment about the platform's con- 
tents, but word from high sources 
said that: 


The monetary plank called for 
a sound currency, but without re- 
ferring to the gold standard de- 
nounced by Borah.

PLATFORM IS READY 
FOR CONSIDERATION 
OF FULLJMMITTEE 


GOVERNOR LANDON GIVEN 
PRACTICALLY ALL HE ASKS

CLEVELAND', June 11.— 


(#)—A platform designed to 
compromise "liberal" and 
"conservative" demands on 
ecnomic issues was submit- 
ted to the republican reso- 
lutions committee today af- 
ter 
a 
sub-committee had 


made last minute revisions at the 
request of Gov. Alt M. Landon. 


The subcommittee complied with 
virtually all of Landon's sugges- 
tions except that for the inclus- 
ion of a plank advocating a con- 
stitutional amendment to permit 
state minimum wage legislation. 
The platform contended hours and 
wages could be regulated by states 
without an amendment. 


Former Senator Henry Allen of 
Kansas said the platform was 
satisfactory to Landon force* but 
William Allen White, another Lan- 
don manager, said he would put 
the 
constitutional 
amendment 
plank'before the full committee. 


The subcommittee 
agreement, 
virtually assuring convention ac- 
tion on the platform tonight. In- 
cluded a demand for "sound mon- 
ey" but omitted mention of the 
gold standard; opposed the Lea- 
gue of Nations and the World 
Court; and hit hard-at monopo- 
lies.

Other major planks: 
Agriculture—Au 
economy 
of 
plenty Instead of. scarcity, with 
a land use program including ac- 
quisition of submarginal 
lands, 
and subsidies on domestic crops 
to compensate for tariffs. 


Tariff—Repeal of the, reciprocal 
tariff law, restoration of the flex- 
ible tariff, and "sufficient protec- 
tion to defend the American far- 
mer and the American wage earn- 
er." 


Security—Repeal of the present 
social security law and enactment 
of state old age security and un- 
employment insurance plans with 
federal aid- 
Relief—Decentralization, with ad- 
ministration by the states of joint 
federal-state funds.

Frank nice, an investigator for 
the Packard Motor Car Co.. and 
foremen in two other automotive 
factories were among five men 
held as members of a Black Le- 
gion "intelligence squad" accused 
of burning the home of a suspect- 
ed Communist. 
Matthew Smith, general secre- 
tary of Oie Mechanics Educational 
Society, a union of tool and die 
makers, said that Rice was dis- 
covered in a closed meeting of 
the society two years ago. 
"We searched him," Smith said, 
"and he had membership cards in 
the M. E. S. A-, the American 
Federation 
of 
Labor, and the 
Communist party. 
He finally ad- 


mitted he was a member of some 
kind of an anti-communist citi- 
zens' committee." 
Smith's disclosure recalled a re- 
cent assertion by William Green,

PRESIDENT UNITED STATES 


SPEAKS AT SAN JACINTO 


BATTLEGROUND 


HOUSTON, June 11.— 


(a>) — President 
Roosevelt 


paid tribute to Texas' pio- 
neers on the battlefields of 
San Jacinto today, assert- 
ing "liberty-loving 
people 


will always do battle for 
principles they believe to be 
right." 
He spoke at the site where Sam 
Houston defeated Santa Anna. 


"Men 
fought here for principles 
they loved more dearly than their 
own lives," Roosevelt said. "Civili- 
zation, alas, has not yet made it 
unnecessary for men to die in bat- 
tle to sustain principle. It is, how- 
ever, my hope that in this genera- 
tion the United States, by its own 
example, can maintain and help to 
maintain principles by means of 
peace rather .than by means of 
war. 


"The pioneers and the liberators 


of Texas, looking down on us today 
would, I am certain, say amen to 
that." 


Describing the people of Mexi- 
co as "our now friendly neigh- 
bors" the President traced Texas' 
fight for independence from the 
Mexican government of 100 years 
ago, and said: 
"There are but few spots In the 
United States which have witness- 
ed events equal in significance to 
that which took place at San Ja- 
clnto. 
Great Frontier. 
"Here a century ago wag a great 
frontier of our civilization. On tl.e 
twenty-first day of April 1836, Gen- 
eral Houston and the small body 
of less .than eight hundred men 
under, his command held in large 
measure in their keeping the future 
of our country as it is constituted 
today. 
' 
"The patriots whose memories 
we are honoring today were vic- 
torious in the same spirit that fired 
the colonists in 1776. 
'It Is easy therefore to snare 
with you the pride which you take 
in San Jacinto-to share with you 
the fine thought of dedicating this 
field as one of the historic shrines 
o£ America."

First on the day's proceedings 
was cross-examination of Dr. Wil- 
liam Thomas, superintendent of 
the state hospital at Rusk, who 
was on the stand when court 
adjourned yesterday. He was the 
second of two expert witnesses 
the state called after the defense 
rested with 
testimony of 
four 
psychiatrists that the preacher 
was temporarily insane. 


Dr. Thomas, as the preceding 
witness, Dr. Frank Harrison 
of 
Dallas, had done, testified on di- 
rect examination that he believed 
Eskridge was sane and responsi- 
ble for his acts at the time of 
the slaying, May 29, 1935.

Creager said the party's success 


In the general elections depended 
on the magnitude of a potential 
coalition with disgruntled Demo- 
crats. Watson planned to organ- 
ize hundreds of Landon-for-Presi- 
dent cluba from El Paso to Texar.

San Jacinto Address 
HOUSTON, June 
11.—OP)—The 


-ext of President Roosevelt's ad- 
dress at San Jaclnto battlefield to- 
day: 
There are but few spots in the 


United States which have Witness- 
ed events equal in significance to 
that which took place at San 
Jacinto. 
Here a century ago was a great 


frontier of our civilization. 
On 
the twenty-first day of April, 1936, 
General Houston and the small 
body of less than eight hundred 
men under his command held 
in large measure In their keep- 
ing the future of our country as 
It is constituted today. 
The patriots whose memories we 
are honoring today were victorious 
n the same spirit that fired the 
colonists of 1776. I like to think 
of General Houston sending Deaf 
Smith back to destroy Vlnce's 
jridge, over which he had brought 
his army, so that neither rein- 
forcements nor retreat were a 
possibility. 
Most of these men had come 
across the Alleghenies or from the 
settlements of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee and Missouri into that 
vast virgin territory over which 
our now friendly neighbors, south 
of the Rio Grande, then held 
sway. The spirit of independence 
lived In the air. Veterans of Con- 
cord and Lexington, or Saratoga

Venturesome Spirit*. 


Venturous spirits were willing 
to meet the difficulties, and dan- 
gers that came with carrying the 
civilization of the east into the 
further west—the land of unlimit- 
ed promise. 
They were willing 
to comply with all the conditions 
required by the Mexican govern- 
ment when It gave to Stephen F. 
Austin permission to settle col- 
onies in Texas and to grant to 
each settler a track of land. 


They rebelled, however, when 
their civil liberties were restricted, 
when trial by jury and public ed- 
ucation for their children were 
taken away; but they did this. I 
am glad to say, only after a pro- 
longed effort on their part to 
have Mexico modify this decision 
had failed. These efforts included 
two conventions, one in 1832 and 
one in 1833 and anotter trip by 
Stephen Austin to the Mexican 
capital to plead the cause of the 
Texas colonists. I am glad that 
participating in these conventions 
and In these pleas were Mexicans 
living in this territory; the first 
convention, indeed, appointed Dra- 
fael Manchola, a Mexican of Goll- 
ad, as a delegate to carry it* pe- 
titions to Saltlllo. 
Inevitable Consequence, 


And so, when all else failed, 
the Texas declaration of independ- 
ence, signed at Washlngton-on-the 
Brazos, March 2, 1836, was as nat- 
ural and inevitable a consequence 
as the earlier declaration at Phil- 
adelphia on July 4, 1776. 
Such action could mean noth- 


ing short of a resort to arms, and 
the fall of the Alamo and the 
massacre at Goliad soon followed. 
Those were discouraging days for 
the Texans. The army of inde- 
pendence under General Houston 
could not immediately 
engage 


General Santa Anna, with his su- 
periority in numbers and equip- 
ment. 
Delay and retreat were 


necessary, and "Houston's sagacity 
in biding his time, notwithstanding 
criticism and opposition in his own 
camp, was rewarded at last here 
at San Jacnto. The story of the 
conflict of this field has often 
been told. 
When the day was 
ended victory was overwhelming- 
Texas had won. 
Aided National Development. 
The vast territory first set up 
as the Lone Star republic, and lat- 
er admitted to the Union as the 
Lone Star State, has contributed 
generously in its sons and in its 
resources to the development of 
our nation in these hundred years. 
San Jacinto opened another gate- 
way for the westward sweep of 
the American people across the 
plains and the mountains to the 
shores of the Pacific. 
It is easy, therefore, to share 


with you the pride which you 
take In San Jaclnto—to share with 
you the fine thought of dedicating 
this field as one of the historic 
shrines of America. 
We as a nation desire no fur- 
ther expansion. The establishment 
of Texas, made possible at this 
spot by Sam Houston's men, seems 
to have been justified by the na- 
tural colonization of later years. 
But these heroes gave us 
more 
than territory—they set an ex- 
ample which in itself is a glorious 
heritage, a just cause for state 
and national commemoration.

tion to me to come here and it 


Is a special pleasure to meet Mr. 
Andrew Jackson Houston. 
Father Met Father. 
What 
a splendid combination 


of names! Though you are many, 
many years my senior, I am proud 
to know that my father knew 
your father. 
I shall always re- 


member, when I was a boy, how 
my father used often to tell me 
that, when he was a very young 
man, he was sent to Washington 
by his law office to carry papers 
to Senator Houston, He told me, 
how, on arriving in Washington, 
he was ushered into a huge, high- 
ceilinged room in one of the cap- 
itol's balconied hotels on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. There propped up 
in a great bed, nightgown 
and 
nightcap, though it was past the 
noon hour, lay that splendid old 
man, 
who had been governor of 
Tennessee, liberator of 
Texas, 


president of the republic, governor 
of Texas and senator from his 
state. 
There 
he was, 
holding 
a levee, transacting public and 
private business, and 
preparing 


for the session of 
the 
senate, 
which, in those days, did not com- 
mence until the late afternoon. His 
office and his home was his hotel 
room.

•When at 11 o'clock on the morning of November 11, 1918, the Armistice 
ended World war hostilities and doughboys in the trenches joyously 
flung up their helmets, the foundation was laid for the 18-year succes- 
eion of events leading to payment of the soldiers' bonus. Nothing was 
too good, it was commonly said, for the boys who had fought in France. 
Not until 1920, however, did the veterans themselves make any concert- 


Succeeding conventions of this and other veterans' groups acted to 
strengthen the .fight.

Racketeers Sharpening Chisels 


For Cut At Ex-Soldiers1 Bonds

Ex-doughboys are in for a tremend- 
ous squeezing when they collect 
their bonus cash and bonds begin- 
ning June 15. 


"In fact," says one veteran's ad- 


ministration official, "thero are so 
many rackets designed to get (he 
money from the ex-soldiers that the 
bureau is afraid to let them be 
made public in fear that other 
racketeers will use them." 


The bait templing the unscrupu- 


lous is the $1,924,000,010 the treas- 
ury estimates will be made avail- 
able to more than 3,500,000 holders 
of adjusted service certificates. 
Racketeers Seek Names 
Some of the money, officials are 
certain, will start cash registers 
ringing In all parts of the country. 
But the government, making every 
effort to keep the "sucker" list as 
low as possible, has reports that big 
racketeers have 
been 
offering 
money for lists of bonus-eligible 
veterans. 
"Persons who have been granting 


credit to veterans, expecting to 
get paid off 
in 
June, may find 
themselves suckers," these officials 
warn, also. "There Is no legal way 
they can make a veteran cash his 
bond." Includes Much Cash 


How much money will be spent 


by the veterans and for what pur- 


pose are subjects of wide specula- 
tion. Treasury officials refuse to 
make any estimates: However, they 
do point to the fact-that $87,786,050 
in cash will be paid to the veter- 
ans along with their bonds and say 
this is almost certain to be spent 
immediately. This amount repre- 
sents the odd sums due the holders 
of certificates not covered by the 
$50 bonds.

that: 


1. Merchants and 
retailers 


will receive an estimated total 
payment of $623,615,793.86 from 
1,897,836 veterans on debts in- 
curred.

• 7. Twelve per cent for all oth- 
er expenditures, including in- 
surance, education, savings ac- 
counts and miscellaneous items.

cient inhabitants of North 
America; the era of explor- 
ation and colonization; the 
winning 
of independence 


and 
development of the 


United States, ending with 
the administration of An- 
drew Jackson; western ex- 
pansion and the Civil War; 
and the 71 years since Ap- 
pomatox. 


Among the sites sought 


for preservation are the Old

mark, Finland and Holland, 
with Switzerland and two 
or three other little Euro- 
pean 
countries, 
have 
a 


wholesome practice of get- 
ting together and talking 
things over.

which has possibly h a d 
more influence even than 
Great Britain in compelling 
action 
against 
Mussolini 


and 
enforcing 
sanctions. 


They flatly insist that war 
is an evil which must be 
opposed at all hazards, for 
their own preservation and 
that of the civilized world. 


They are all the more 


effective because, to a sur- 
prising degree, they are 
neutral and free from inter- 
national politics and direct 
threats of aggression. 
To- 


day they, perhaps, rather 
than Britain and France, are 
the heart of the 
league. 


They lack military and eco- 
nomic power, but have a 
moral power that might yet 
save Europe from destruc- 
tion.

Praise Voiced For 


Hoover's Speech 
CLEVELAND. June 
11.—(«*>— 
Herbert Hoover sped toward New 
York today as the friends and ad- 
mirers who cheered him last night 
voiced superlative praise of his 
speech calling on the Republican, 
party "to enter into a holy cru- 
sade for liberty." 


Hoover won a half hour's ova- 


tion at the Republican 
national 
convention when he assailed the 
New Deal as a "muddle of a 
spoils system" and "reckless ad- 
venture/' 


Shoute and cheers, 
Including 
some cries of "We want Hoover," 
rang through the hall after dele- 
gates had listened to his assertion 
that without the Intervention of 
the 
supreme 
court "we would 


have been a regimented people." 


Under a Blaze of lights, and with 
his address often punctuated by 
applause 
and 
cheering, Hoover 
arrayed J what he said was "evi- 
dence that the New Deal is a def- 
inite attempt to replace the Amer- 
ican system of freedom with some 
sort of European planned exist- 
ence." 


Hoover said the New Deal ap- 


peared to some people as "sheer 
opportunism, that It is a muddle 
of a spoils -system, of emotional 
economics, of reckless adventure, 
of unctuous claims to a monopoly 
of human sympathy, of greed for 
power, of a desire for popular ac- 
claim and an inspiration to make 
front pages of 'the newspapers." 


"To other people," he continued, 
"it appeared to be a cold-blooded 
attempt by starry-eyed boys to 
infect the American people by a 
mixture of European ideas, flav- 
ored with our native predilection 
to 'get something for nothing." 
Moreover, he said, "when we ex- 
amine the speeches of Tug-well, 
Wallace, Ickes and others, we see 
little indications of 
repentance." 
Striking Solution. 
He said the New Deal had hit 
upon the "striking solution that 
the way out Is to produce less and 
to increase prices so the people 
can buy less." 
While he concentrated most of

WORKING TOP SPEED 
COMPLETE CITY LAKE 
PROJECT BY JUNE 30 


TWELVE WORKING DAYS RE- 


MAIN; SOME DIFFICULTY 


SECURING CREWS 


City and WPA forces are 


working at top speed in an 
effort to complete the ex- 
tensive 
improvement pro- 


gram at Lake Halbert by 
the end of the federal fis- 
cal year on June 30, city of- 
ficials reported Wednesday. 


About twelve working1 day* re- 


man according to conservative es- 
timates and a majority of the of- 
ficials are optimistically predict- 
ing that the work can be com- 
pleted Some difficulty has been 
encountered in securing full crews 
for the various phases of the work, 
but It -was believed Wednesday 
that arrangements had been made 
to maintain the working- force un- 
til the end of the fiscal year or 
the jobs are completed. 


Divided into three main phases 


of activity, the entlse project will 
represent an investment of approx- 
imately $100,000 when finally com- 
pleted and will result in improve- 
ments that could not be secured 
under other circumstances for sev- 
eral times that amount. 
Lake Halbert Improvement* 
The major portion of the activ- 


ity has naturally been devoted to 


I the repairs and extensions of the 


main dam at Lake Halbert which 
safeguards the city of Corsicana's 
two and a half billion gallon wa- 
ter supply. The project on the 
dam alone represents an expendi- 
ture in excess of $68,000. 


Succinctly stated, the project at 


the lake has resulted In the doub- 
ling of the size of the dam. Sever- 
al months ago It was discovered 
that certain portions of the dam 
has sunk to,such an extent as to 
be dangerous in high water pe- 
riods. 


The WPA project has resulted 


In the dam being increased to 
width of about 200 feet at the 
base and about 18 feet on the 
crown, compared with a former 
crown of 8 feet; the enlargement 
has been carried the whole length 
of the structure, some 2800. feet; 
and the height had been extended 
to about 35 feet; the maximum fill 
was about five feet. 


The face of the dam has been 


rlprapped from about six or eight 
feet below the high water line to 
the crown, insuring ample protec- 
tion against high water and the 
action of the waves. Official! esti- 
mated that about 
75,000 cubic 
yards of dirt were moved In the 
improvements on the dam alone. 
The work Is reported about 98 per 
cent complete on the project. 
Road Constructed. 


Another phase of activity has 


been the construction of a road 
along the south shore of the lake 
extending from the old road that 
formerly ended at the old boat- 
houses on the south side and con- 
necting up with the road leading 
to the dam from the north side. 
Work on the project Is reported 
about 96 per cent complete, and 
only a day or two of activity with 
a full crew will complete the ac- 
tual grading. Further Improvement 
of the road Is contemplated but 
officials said that their plans had 
not been completed. 
For the first time in years, Cor- 
slcana citizens may now enjoy the 
natural beauty of the south side 
of the lake; all of the deep ra- 
vines have been graded down, a 
number of substantial bridges con- 
structed, and 
culverts installed 


where needed, and treated with na- 
tive stone. The road follows the 
meanders of the lake, shore closely

into Texas today, pledged to con- 
tinuation of his efforts to solve 
economic and social problems un- 
der the "broad purposes" of the 
constitution.

tured the Mexican dictator Santa 
Anna and paved the way for es- 
tablishment of the Texas republic.

On a Hilltop Outside of Old Jerusalem Was 


Enacted the Greatest Story of the Ages; 
Now the "Good News" For the World.

•canned by its reporter* to «ee 
who haa written the "lead" »tory 
Not always does first position on 
first page mean the most im- 
portant article. 
Today I know 


that, regardless 
of what news 


may "break" for the first page 
thlq is the paramount article of 
the present issue. For herein is 
told the greatest story in the 
world; the supreme fact of time 
and of eternity, before which the 
greatest writers have laid down 
their pens in impotence and angel 
roices have been hushed. The four 
Inspired Gospel historians, and all 
the other authors of 
the 
New 


Testament, 
essayed the 
theme, 


yet left it incomplete. 
For the crucifixion of 
Jesus 


Christ was more than the cross- 
roads of history. That little hill 
called 
Calvary, 
which 
overtops 


Mt. Everest in ^meaning, marks 
the 
mystery of mysteries, 
the 
apex of man's dealing with the 
Infinite. Even the sun veiled its 
face in darkness, and the earth 
trembled, when man's sin 
and 


God's justice and God's love met 
in a reconciling transaction 
at 


K common wooden cross, such as 
Rome provided in abundance for 
malefactors. Mortal mind is baf- 
fled as it gazes upon the spec- 
tacle of God's sinless Son dying 
n dreadful death for the redemp- 
tion of a sinful race. The ex- 
perience is too high for us. We 
(Imply 
cannot 
understand 
the 


crucifixion and the Atonement. 


"W« may not know, we cannot 


tell, 
What pains He had to bear: 
But we believe it was for us 
He hung and suffered there. 


"He died that we might be for- 


given, 
He died to make us good, 
That we might go at last to 


Heaven, 


Saved by His precioui blood." 


The Mystery of Mysteries, 
Earth's profoundest minds have 


pondered this event, which, to a 
Roman 
judge and Roman offi- 


cials of two thousand years ago, 
deemed but part of one day's 
routine 
of criminal 
procedure. 


We know that Jesus of Nazareth 
was crucified between two thieves 
tui a. criminal. Minute examina- 
tion of the trial and sentence by 
•cutest legal minds has shown 
that" He was guiltless 
of 
the 
crimes charged against Him by 
jealousy, bigotry, hatred and fear. 
In the light of His fuller biog- 
raphy, as we have it, it is clear 
that Jesus was not only guilt- 
less of the charges on which He 
was crucified, but also that He 
was the sinless Son of the Eternal 
Father. 


From motives that exceed the 


grasp of our puny minds, Jesus 
went willingly to a. fate that He 
did not deserve and could have 
escaped by His own volition. Some 
high compulsion of the Divine 
Will, and of a love transcending 
mortal comprehension, 
this 'supreme sacrifice 


effected 
on 
the 
cross. He saved others by re- 
fusing to save Himself. In the 
inexplicable economy of heaven, 
Christ fulfilled His life purpose 
by giving Himself a ransom for 
sinners. 
All that the 
Infinite 


God was able to express of His 
own Father nature was repre- 
sented by the death of Jesus on 
the cross. 


It 
is all eternity's 
supreme 


mystery, as it is also time's most 
important fact. Theologians have 


. laboriously 
formulated 
theories 


about the meaning of the cruci- 
fixion. All we really know, how- 
ever, Is that "God so loved the 
world, that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish 
but have everlasting life." 


What It Mean* In 1938. 
It is good for a baffled, be- 


wildered world to stand at gaze 
today before the cross. We are 
bogged down in our own blun- 
ders. The best that self-interest 
and prideful knowledge could do 
with civilization has left us deep 
in the mire. Was humanity ever 
In a more despondent mood than 
It is today, standing helpless be- 
fore on-rushing wars, with the 
economic machine rolling relent- 
lessly, like a Juggernaut; over the 
faces' of millions of unemployed 
and with the race's sense of val- 
ues hopelessly confused? 


Only one road seems to lead 


to deliverance; and 
that 
road 
runs over the hill on which stood 
three, crosses. 
Except humanity 


can enter into Christ's own sense 
of vicarlousness, of sacrificial un- 
selfishness, of love to the utter- 
mostj and of obedience to a Will 
that Is over all, there is no "way 
out" for our sorely-smitten world 
of 1936. 
We desperately need a 


fellowship of the cross, wherein 
souls, like Francis of Assissl, will 
wear the "stigmata" of Jesus. In 
* largo social sense, as well as 
in the Individual case, mankind 
can be saved only by the cruci- 
fied Christ. The cios« concep- 
tion of life alone can deliver the 
world from death. Our time* cry 
out, not »o much for reform and 
recovery ,as for redemption. The 
one light that shines in a dark 
day throws its beams from the 
outstretched arms of 
a 
blood- 
stained cross. 


Four-fold is the significance of 
the four ends of the cross. It is 
roote_d deep in the earth of man's 
human needs; it points upward to 
heaven's promises and to mortal 
possibilities; it stretches out 
its 
arms to embrace all of human- 
ity. The cross is at once dark 
with the terrible truth of sin, and 
bright with the shining truth of 
Divine Love. Man's 
need 
and 


God's mercy meet on Calvary. 


Where Was Calvary? 


More than once I have 
stood 


on the northern wall of old Jeru- 
salem and mueed upon the pos- 
sible site of 
Calvary—for 
that 


most important spot on earth Is 
unknown to man. Some say It Is 
within tho gloomy Church of the
